Claims 2-7, 11-14, 28-34, 37, 38, 46, 49-51 , 53-65, 67, 68, 72, 74-78, 92-96, 
100-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elbashir et al, 
Fosnaugh et al and Morrissey et al for the reasons of record set forth in the Office action 
mailed 5-5-06 and 10-19-06. The proposed amendments do not place the application in 
better form for allowance or appeal. They don't materially reduce or simplify the 
claimed invention, and the amended claims would be found obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made. The limitations of chemically 
synthesized oligonucleotides, and defining the claimed configurations or combinations 
of well known modifications by formula would not render the instant invention free of the 
prior art. For these reasons, the amendments will not be entered and the instant 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elbashir et al, Fosnaugh et 
al and Morrissey et al is maintained.
